Crowned heads and 
powerful independent Chiefs, fromthe eight points of the 
compass, robed in their gawdiest and richest attire, bedeck- 
ed with diamonds and jewels most costly, surrounded by 
their armies of Cavalry, Artillery and Infantry most valor- 
ous, have assembled to welcome and reverence thee, in 
the person of thy viceroy, in such immense numbers, on 
this occasion that they hardly find sufficient space for 
themselves ; and so crowded have they{become, that their 
elbowing and jostling have divested them of countless 
diamonds, whose sparkling radiance, like that of so many 
falling stars, has sufficed to illumine the darkness of night

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4. Mountains, whose snow capped peaks tower above 
the clouds, even unto the skies, as if to bid defiance to 
the celestial regions ; rivers yielding untold masses of in~ 
valuable pearls ; museums stocked with specimens of all 
things in the animal, vegetable and mineral kingdoms, 
calculated to excite both amusement and surprise ; enchant- 
ing groves and meadows, in which even Royalty fitself 
might delight to revel; gardens of sweet-scented flowers, 
whose fragrance diffuses itselffor miles around; mena- 
geries of all the wild beasts that inhabit the various parts 
of the world ; all the dazzling wealth of oceans and seas ; 
all the most delicious fruits that land is capable of pro- 
ducing ; all the most valuable collections that can be 
found in picture galleries all over the world. These—all 
‘ these and much more are thine, our Empress, and again 
we cry. Hail! hail! Empress of India, and may all suc- 
cess attend Thee and thine for ever. 
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5. Crores of elephants, crores of camels, horses, cattle 
and other domestic animals as well as birds innumerable ; 
heavy cannon and ships which wage war, on the deep 
deep seas ; Steamers and Railway carriages, with machi- 
nery most powerful andjwonderful; Men most learned, in 
all the various departments of science (such as Geometry, 
Geography, Astronomy, Astrology, Telegraphy, Engi- 
neering &c.) These—all these are how thine Oh ! Graci- 
ous Empress of India and mayest thou turn them all to the 
best advantage in ruling over us. 
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6. Hail! hail! Empress of India, may thy dominion 


over us last for ever. Men, born without an atom of 
wisdom, but destined nevertheless to rule as kings, over a 
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vast and important nation like India ; men dressed out in 
all the external appliances and richest fineity that rank 
and wealth could command, but nevertheless devoid of 
learning and common sense; men whose elevated posi- 
tion should have taught them self respect, but whose 
grovelling lustful propensities dragged them down to a level 
with the lowest creatures ; men who misruled and tyran- 
nized over this land for centuries, without the slightest 
fear of God or respect for his precepts. These, all these 
have cowered before thee, Oh! Empress of India ; as the 
inferior animals of the desert tremble at the approach of 
the Lion. Thou hast superseded, supplanted, dethroned 
and placed them in situations more befitting them and 
men them their duties to God, their subjects and them- 
selves. 
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7. Hail! hail! Empress of India. May thy renowned 
flag wave over all parts of the earth, east, west, north and 
south : may the wily, deceitful rulers of this land, who 
have not,yet learned to walk in the path of righteousness 
and virtue, listen ere long tothe voice of conscience, of 
wisdom and of truth, cheerfully yield obedience to thy 
mandates and fall prostrate at thy feet. But should any of 


them still presist in their folly and remain refractory, may 
the Almighty shower his blessings on thy head and enable 
thee to crush them and exterminate their armies. May 
the true religion be propagated throughout the land; may 
churches, monastries and convents be established every 
where, where holy priests, monks and nuns may live in 
peace and comfort where widows, and orphans may take 
refuge in the hour of need and be taught resignation to thé 
will of God, in their distress and learn to fear and love 
their Heavenly Father. 
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8. Hail! hail! Empress of India, mayest thou long reign 
over us to see Hospitals established in every District where 
the poor and needy receive medical treatment and food 
gratis, to see Public Schools established all over the coun- 
try ; true nurseries of the Muses, wherein, the rising genera- 
tion may be properly educated in every department of 
science, as well in English as in theirown vernacular lan- 
guages (viz, Tamil, Telloogoo, Hindostani, - Canarese and 
Sanscrit) : where they may be taught to abolish all caste 
distinctions and love one another as brethren, 
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9. Hail! hail! Empress of India, none of thy descend- 
ants has ever yet done ought, that thou needest be abash- 
edat, They have all been lawfully married according to 
the rites of the church and have begotten children whom 
the Kings and Princes of the earth do and must respect 
and reverence. May thine enemies be confounded and 
brought to kneel before thy diamond throne as slaves. 
Poets and Sages have assembled to sing thy praises and 
proclaim thy greatness, Priests to invoke blessings on thy 
head ; Princes either personally or by their delegates to do 
thee homage ; maids of honor to fan thee on either side ; 
and we this day witness a scene brighter, more sublime by 
far than has ever yet been seen in this land, since the 


creation. 
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10. Delhi, the most fertile and beautiful of all thine 
Indian possessions, furnishes a palace for the reception of 
thy Viceory ; cannons roar in honor of thee, sufficiently 
loud to shake the foundations of earth and seas ; garlands 
of precious stones and flowers decorate thy viceregal palace 
and diffuse their sweetness all around ; Kings and Princes, 
Governors and Councils are assembled ta do thee homage 
and confer on thee, the title of “‘ Empress of India,” on this 


first day of January 1877.
